Yangtze Gunboats’ Part 


Details have now been recelved in Shanghal 
‘of the action in which the Yangtze gunboats 
Aphis and Ladybird. distinguished themselves 
‘Off the coast of Libya. It will be recalled that 
despatches at the time reported that these two 
vessels had. played un Important part in the 
attack on Bardia, and that the Aphis had su. 
[stained “certain “casualties.” The task was a 
hazardous one. Tt appears from later messages 
that the Aphis and the Ladybird were required 
fo brave the fire of the Italian shore batteries 
from close in, and to open a wedge in Bardia's 
defences which eventually opened the way for 
the fall of the fort. The six.inch guns of the 
Aphis and Ladybird played an important part 
in this operation, but possibly not so important 
‘a5 the ffteen-inch guns of IMS. Terror, the 
monitor which was formerly gvard ship at 
Singapore and later at Malta. This ship, lying 
well off shore and subjected to constant acrial 
bombardment by the Italians, poured a rain of 
heavy. shells on to the Italian’ positions. Part 
of its duty was to prevent the arrival of Italian 
Felnforeements in the beleaguered city, and this

disregard of it, then it ceases to have any- 
thing. but. the most minor importance in. the 
general campaign. ‘Keren becomes merely. 1 
Toca! operation, which ean be undertaken when 
time permits. At the moment strons pressure 
is Being exerted by the British on Italian pos 
sessions in East Africa both from the east ond 
from the west, while a successful revolt, of 
tribesmen is being skiltully directed by British 
Joicers and N.C.O‘s. The Italians. thus have a 
ferlous internal problem to deat with, while 
at the sume time having to fight an enemy who 
jis not standing by the wstial rules of warfare 
fand by means of well organized mechanical 
transport, prefers encirclement tacties to frontal 
allaek. By thls means the British are reducing 
{the Italian prepared positions to almost com- 
plete uselessness. In fact, these pasitions have 
been turned into a kind of trap, since smalt 
mobile tnits can outank them and cut off their 
garrisons from any sort of supplies. And in this 
{erritory, to. be cut off from supplies is fatal. 
All Tatian’ tiney of communieations in East 
‘Africa are now being threatened, if they have 
rot already’ been taken. By the capture of 
Mogadishu, the communications trom’ the. In« 
dian Ocean have been severed—though they 
‘were never very important after the British 
succeeded in establishing complete control of 
the Eastern Mediterranean. With British forces 
within forty and sixty miles of Asmara and 
Massowa respectively, and rapidly approaching 
the Djtbouli railway,’ the Italians are hemmed 
in on all sides. They have no hope of obtain. 
Ing reinforcements or additional supplies, and 
it, therefore, seems only a matter of time—

The Government is urged ‘to 
strengthen diplomatic relations with 
countries in the Southern Pacific in 
resolution adopted by the National 
People’s Political Counell as guiding 
ptineiples of China's foreign policy. 

‘Deep gratitude to Britain, the 
United States and Russia for’ their 
moral and material assistance to 
China is» expressed, ond further 
efforts are urged to bring about closer: 
relations between China and these 
Powers to form an “anti-aggression 
‘sront.” 

‘The Counel! resolution denounces 
any Powers which assist. Javan In 
her aggression in China or recognize 
the Wang Ching-wel regime, 

‘The Council, comprising represen 
tatives of various political “parties. 
provinees and professions. opened on 
‘March 1 and closed yesterday. 

‘The statement declares the Govern- 
ment should sever relations with any. 
Power which assists Japanese aggres- 
sion in China or recognises the Wang 
regime as such a Power must be re- 
garded as an enemy of China. 

Referring to military affairs, the 
Counell.reamfiems the importance of 
maintaining strictest discipline in the 
army and stresses that the collapse 
of certain Powers in the European 
war should be a lesson for China. a 
internal political differenees in those 
countries were largely responsible for 
the collapse of thelr resistance against 
invasion, 

Government control is requested 
by the Council as an essential means 
to solve China's economle problems. 
Improvement of communications and 
‘transportation is strongly advocated.

‘The question of the feeding of the occupied 
countries of Europe and also unoccupied 
Franee has again been brought to the fore 
by the refusal of the British Government! 
to permit the United States vessel Exmouth, 
carrying 300 tons of oatmeal to France, to 
pass through the blockade, ‘The matter w 
Gisposed of once and for all by a declaration 
by Mr, Winston Churehill last year that any 
relaxation of the blockade in favour of the 
countries overrun by Germany, or 
France “would directly or indirectly assist 
the enemy's war effort.” It was argued at! 
the time that as supplies were sent to the! 
unhappy countries of Europe the Germans 
would requisition further supplies from them, 
and though M. Pierre Laval’s journal, the 
“Moniteur” declares that “the British 
blockade has no pity for French children and 
invalids,” there is apparently no attempt to 
make it equally clear that the Germans have 
no pity for precisely the same people. It 
greater proof were wanted of the utterly 

+ eallous disregard by the enemy for the suf- 
“ferings of the people brought into temporary 
‘subjection under them the announcement by 
Vichy that the free zone of France has been 
called upon to deliver 600 tons of poultry to 
the occupied zone and German officials surely 
supplies ‘it, If further evidence were re- 
quired, of the same fact, the wanton destruc~ 
tion, for purposes of revenge, of the Lofoten 
fishing industry as a reprisal for the success~ 
ful British raid there, would undoubtedly 
provide it. ‘Two million fish per diem have 
been denied the people of Norway and of 
Germany to whom. a portion of the daily 
catch was exported. Chickens, admirable 
food for children and invalids, are being re~ 
quisitioned for the sustenance of Germans 
in the occupied zone and severe poultry re- 
strictions in the unoccupied Freneh zone are 
the result. 


‘The story of what has happened in the 
‘eccupied countries during the past months 
4g plain for all men to see. Denmark's rich 
dairy industry has been ruined by the in 
roads of the Germans either by confiscation, 
or the fraudulent purchase of the good with 
useless. Roichsmarks. Holland and Belgium 
have been similarly treated. — Occupied 
France has been denuded of its crops and 
much of its cattle. Unoccupied France is 
being forced to pay tribute not only in money 
but in kind, and the result is that Europe 
‘under the German heel is being completely 
starved despite the German boasts of a few 
months ago that there were ample stocks in 
Europe to feed the whole of its population 
until the next harvest. Tt is while Germany 
is robbing these unfortunate countries of 
their foodstuffs, that well intentioned men 
UWke-Mr. Hoover and others are secking to 
obtain permission to send food to Europe 
which would merely serve to replace that 
of which the Germans are robbing it. Tt is 
apparent that if Britain were to consent to 
any such arrangement the exactions which 
the German armies of occupation would make| 
‘would undoubtedly inerease, and the general 
offect of any weakening of the present stand 
would be that in the long run the philan~ 
thropists of the United States would in fact 
be feeding the people of the totalitarian 
Powers. 

‘What guarantee is there that, if the Ex- 
mouth were allowed to land her 300 tons 
of oatmeal, Germany would not demand an 
equal amount of other foodstuffs? Hitler's 
word? ‘That is not worth the breath in which 
it might be uttered. ‘The man knows noth- 
ing of pity, and would willingly allow other: 
people to die of starvation just so Tong as 
his own people were fed, and so. pfevented 
from revolt. There is absolutely ‘no. form 
of guarantee by which it could be assured 
that"Germany would not immediately bene- 
fit from any foodstuffs which might be allow- 
ed to enter unoccupied France, not even if 
‘Mr. Hoover himself sought to provide one. It 
he did he would have no means of enforcing 
it, ‘The fact is that much as everyone must 
regret the unenviable Tot of those European 
countries being milked dry by the Germans, 
assistance to them such as Mr. Hoover plans 
‘would merely enable the enemy to proceed 
further with the milking process. It is in- 
@ecd a tragic stafe of affairs, but responsi- 
bility for it does not rest with Great Britain,

IN N. E. AFRICA 
‘Marah 12. 


While only very scanty news concerning 
developments in north and north-east Africa 
are available statements made by General 
‘Smuts, and General Sir Claude Auchinleck, 
‘Commander-in-chief in India,,on the subject 
are of singular interest at’ this particular 
juncture, General Smuts after a visit to 
Egypt and East Africa forctelis a quick end- 
ing to the fighting in Abyssinia and Somali 
land. ‘Things were going remarkably well, he 
is reported as having said, the Somalitand 
campaign was practically finished, and he 
believed that the fighting in Abyssinia was 
entering its final phase. Tn Somaliland 
British troops have been “making rapid 
advances, and the manner in which they have 
pushed on beyond Mogadishu is indicative 
not only of the definite superiority of the 
British, but also of the very weakened moral 
of the’ Italians who have received a severe 
hammering during the past few weeks 
wherever they have come into contact with 
British forces. As a result of the capture of 
Mogadishu the British have been able to 
move up the Webi Shabelli, and are con 
sequently now able to enter Abyssinia from 
the south-east. The picture is presented of 
British troops reinforced by Ethiopian patriots 
pushing into the country from the north 
west, the west, south and south-east, though 
it is from the direction. of the first two that 
‘the most progress has been made. 

Jn the provinces of Amhara and Gondar 
the British troops and their allies, operating 
out of the Sudan, have made remarkable 
progress and should it continue for a com~ 
Paratively short time more the fall of Addis 
‘Ababa may be confidently expected. That 
may not mean the recapture of the whole 
of the country from the Italians at once, for’ 
the latter may be expected to continue fight- 
ing a rearguard action as they fall back on 
Eritrea, but judging from all appearances 
the reduction’ of the Ethiopian capital will 
be the signal for Italian forces in the east to 
I withdraw northward for a final stand in the 
Italian colony.

War has 
been described as long periods of boredom 
punctuated by brief periods of great excite- 
ment. ‘This war is proving no exception to 
that definition, and what was seen in northern 
Africa, in the Libyan campaign, when a Jong 
period of preparation suddenly’ gave way to) 
‘a swiftly successful onslaught on the Ttalians, 
is being repeated in Eritrea. There can be) 
no doubt that directly the time comes the| 
British command will strike hard at Keren, 
‘and once that stronghold is reduced the round 
{ing up of the Italian forces in Eritrea should 
be onl, a matter of time, and that not very 
jong. 

It is interesting to note the high tribute 
paid by General Auchinleck to the magni- 
ficent part played by the Indian troops. in 
these campaigns, who first demonstrated 
their loyalty, and ‘the efficiency of their train- 
ing during the long months they were on 
the defensive facing an enemy immensely 
superior in numbers, and possessed of over- 
whelming superiority in the air, and then 
changing over to the offensive with an élan 
‘which was only to be expected of them. As 
General Auchinleck has stated the North 
African campaign would be regarded as one 
of the greatest achievements of British and 
Indian troops in shattering the Italian menace 
to Exypt, after which it became possible to 
transfer the Indian troops to north-east Africa 
where they have again been distinguishing 
themselves, Their appearance there was the 
signal for a general onslaught in Italian East. 
Africa and the successes they have obtained 
have been a repetition of those sccured in 
Libya. It is one of the outstanding features 
of the British imperial system that it is able 
to produce such loyal fighters as the Indian 
levies are proving themselves to be. 























MR. MATSUOKA’S TRIP 

March 13. 
Of the wealth of comment which has been 
made concerning the visit of Mr. Yosuke 
Matsuoka, Japanese Foreign Minister, to 
‘Europe the point has been missed concerning 
the strangeness of the whole affair. Hitler 
when dealing with other countries, with the 
exception of Russia, has invariably insisted 
upon their representatives going to Germany 
to receive instructions either from himself, or 
Ribbentrop. Mussolini, it is true has met 
Hitler in the Brenner Pass, but when it is 





necessary to give instructions Count Ciano has! 
‘gone more often to Berlin than Ribbentrop has ! 
journeyed to Rome. In the circumstances it] 
is somewhat strange that Mr. Matsuoka, re- 
presenting possibly the only cqual partner in 
the Axis, should be travelling to Berlin and 
Rome, instead of the Cerman Foreign Minister 
going to Japan. It is all the stranger when 
It is remembered that’ Hitler has nothing 
‘whatever to give Japan save perhaps his 
sympathy in her endeavour to establish the 
alleged “New order” in East Asia, and it 
would surely have been more in keeping with 
the dignity of the Japanese Government if 
the people who wanted something had tra- 
velled to Tokyo, than for the Japanese re~ 
presentative to go seeking to know what 
benefits Japan could confer upon the Axis. It 
will be excusable, therefore, if the world at 
large comes to ‘believe that even Japan, 
through German intrigues, has been brought 
toa false belief in her inferiority to Germany. 

Hitler would undoubtedly like to persuade 
Japan through Mr. Matsuoka of the desir- 
‘ability of Japan at once entering the war on 
the side of the Axis. Tt would tend to benefit 
him in a way which he is completely unable 
to return, and if the trip resulls in the 
‘Japanese being led even further up the garden 
path than they have at the present moment 
no one will be at all surprised. The whole 
trouble is that overweening ambitions are at 
any rate for the moment blinding the eyes 
of the extremists in control at Tokyo as to 
where Japan's best interests lie. The puzzle 
why Mr. Matsuoka should make this trip at 
all is further complicated by the fact that 
‘Admiral Nomura has been sent to Washing 
ton for the purpose of promoting a better 
understanding between America and Japan. 
How can he possibly hope to succeed if the 
actions of the Japanese Foreign Minister are 
so completely at variance with the assur- 
ances that the latier has recently given on 
the subject of Japan's relations with the 
United States? 

‘Much will, therefore, depend upon the 
decisions which are reached between Mr. 
Matsuoka, Hitler, and Mussolini, But there 
is another aspect of the matter which is of 
considerable interest. It will be remem- 
bered that one of the inducements offered 
Japan was the exercise of German influence 
in Moscow for the purpose of securing a 
beter understanding between Tokyo and the 
Soviet. Despite the despatch of a special 
Japanese Ambassador to carry on negotia~ 
tions at Moscow, “nothing--tangible.hhos.-re- 
sulted up to the’ present, and, if the Ger- 
mans have exercised their good offices with 
the Kremlin, they have been productive of 
precisely nothing. If, therefore, Mr. Mat~ 
Suoka stops over at’ Moscow to find out 
what is the matter, it will, in the cireum- 
stances, be understandable.’ It is necessary 
for him to know why Germany has failed 
to keep this particular promise, It is either 
because she has not made sufficient attempts 
nor brought the proper influence to bear, or 
because Germany does not possess the in- 
fluence in Moscow which Hitler would like 
the world to believe she wields. ‘The 
chances are that Stalin fully realizes that 
Hitler can never play the part of an honest 
broker, and that there is no real trust ente 
tained’ by the Kremlin of Hitler and his 
associates. ‘That Mr, Matsuoka should have 
decided to visit Moscow to investigate the 
reasons for failure to arrive at a better re- 
lationship between Russia and Japan is per-| 
factly comprehensible, und may prove to 
him some sort of test as to the real strength 
of the Axis, but that he should have decided 
to visit Rome and Berlin, instead of insisting 
that the Foreign Ministers of Germany and 
Italy should have come to him in Tokyo can~ 
not, in any way be conducive of Japanese 
dighity. It seoms, in the circumstances, to 
be a mistake of the first magnitude, and 
Indicative of an eagerness to throw in the 
lot of Japan with the other partners of an 
‘Axis, one partner of which has been severely 
defeated on all fronts, and the other of 
which faces something similar with, or with- 
‘out the assistance of Japan.

‘Twenty-five thousand tons of cellulose every 
three months provide no greater nourishment, 
What France wants is food, the food that 
the Germans have looted the country of, 
ge have requisitioned from unoccupied 
rrance. 

‘The German news agency states that Paris 
received 100,000 tons of potatoes, and that 
France, ocecupied and unoccupied, will this 
spring ‘receive a further 450,000.’ As food~ 
stuffs? Every gardener in the world will 
realize that these will be seed potatoes, for 
the purpose of helping France to grow’ an- 
other potato harvest which will be just as 
certainly seized as it was last autumn, And 
then again it is alleged that “Two anda 
half million hundredweight of wheat which 
the German military administration requisi- 
tioned in occupied France have in the mean- 
time been placed at the disposal of the French 
population.” The total seizure of the French 
harvest last year amounted to 27,000,000 
uintals or approximately 54,000,000 ewt,, In 
other words the German thiet has returned 
to the starving French population 5 per cent, 
of this foodstuff which formed part of the 
general swag torn out of the hands of suffer- 
ing France. How much of the wheat which 
is thus being returned will also have to be 
used as seed? It is suggested that practically 
all of it will have to be so used, for it would 
be a counsel of desperation to eat it, So 
when the foodstuffs which the German news 
ageney claims are being returned to France 
are regarded in their true light, it is clear 
that they are not really to be used as food, 
but in preparation for another harvest to 
go almost exclusively to Germany again, 

It would be idle to detail at length the 
other German claims of assistance to France, 
such as the repair of communication: 
obviously with the idea of being in a bet 
strategic position to deal with unoccupied 
France should she prove refractory, or the 
yeturn of 30,000 French freight cars, because 
Germany has no further use for them, and 
France is without goods to transport in them, 
‘The fact is that a no more blatantly hypoe! 
tical set of claims could possibly be put fo 
ward even by such expert hypocrites as the 
German propaganda machine, Germany is

MUSSOLINI’S LAST FLING 


Mareh 14, 
While German forces are establishing 
themselves in Bulgaria along the Greek and 
‘Turkish borders, “Mussolini is apparently 
taking the opportunity of endeavouring to 
save his face in Albania by a final counter- 
offensive against the Greeks, It is reported 
that he has actually been in Albania some 
days, apparently in the belief that his pre- 
sence would have the effect of more certainly 
reviving the moral of the Halians than an; 
thing else. Since Mareh 11 the eounter- 
attack thas been proceeding. It appears to 
have been initially successful, especially in 
the centre of the front, but the Greeks are 
reported to have since’ recaptured whatever 
ositfons fell into their enemy's hands for 
@ brief period. In these actions the RAF. 
were able {o render the Grecks valuable as- 
sistance and the results which were obtained 
at the outset of the Italo-Greekk war by Greck 
and British cooperation are being steadily 
maintained, How great is Mussolint’s need 
for something in the nature of a face-saving, 
sucess is demonstrated by the report from 
Budapest that he is personally direeting the 
Malian offensive, and flinging in everything 
in a final attempt fo stem the Greek advance. 
All accounts agree that the fighting is in- 
deed desperate and that heavy Ttalian rein= 
foreements are going forward in support of 
this latest counter-offensive. Even Talian 
Blackshirt youths are being thrown into the 
fray. Without proper training, they are being. 
sent into a slaughter which ‘is reported to 
have revolted at least one Greek officer, not 
knowing sufficient to keep out of machine- 
gun cross fire and being mercilessly mown. 
down. The reckless slaughter of Italian 
‘youth, not old enough to be incorporated in 
the Italian armies, will undoubtedly not com- 
mend Mussolini fo any greater affection on 
the part of the Italians. His prestige is 
already seriously damaged and his own per- 
sonal failure in Albania will go a long 
towards ending whatever respect the Italians 
a5 a whole may still have for him. If the

‘hat the Germans will eventually descend 
upon Greece may be taken for granted, if 
they cannot persuade the conquering Greeks 
to submit to the defeated Italians. ‘Thus what. 
the world is witnessing in Albania is the 
callous sacrifice of thousands of Italian lives: 
to bolster up the vanity of a man who, has. 
proved quite incapable of leading his country’ 
in times of war, no matter how successful he | 
‘might have been in peace. “Tt can amount] 
to nothing else, for having proved that Italy 
is a Hability to Germany rather than an 
asset, Mussolini cannot now hope to regain 
anything of his former position as an alleged 
equal partner in the Axis, In that connec 
tion his rOle has ended.

THE MONTHS AHEAD

As-the -weeké"pass,-the ines along which 
German strategy is likely to develop be- 
come, according to some observers, increns- 
ingly’ clear. - Hitler may be expected to stake 
‘everything upon bringing the war to a suc~ 
cossful conclusion this year simply because 
he dteads its continuation much longer. It 
{is consequently belioved that he has planned | 
a four point strategy which he hopes will 
being him the much desired results. First 
there is to be an attempt to knock out the 
British Fleet in the Mediterranean, second, 
to smash Greece, third, to destroy General 
Wavell’'s Army on the Nile, and then, fourth, 
to invade Britain. Quite obviously recent 
German movements in the Balkans are 
designed to give them a port in the Aegean 
‘Sea, whence it is expected some of Hitler's 
pocket-submarines’ will go to the ald of the 
Stulka bombers in an attempt to destroy the 
British fleet in the eastern Mediterranean. Tn 
this connection all that need be said is that! 
if the combination of Stukas and German| 
submarines, is no more efficient than the com= 
bination of the same aeroplanes with the] 
larger and better. Italian submarines, it does 
not appear that there need be much’ anxiety 
about the British fleot in that part of the 
world. 

Whether Hitler will succeed in smashing] 
Greece or forcing her out of the fight still 
remains to be seon, but even if he does, it 
is not easy to see that this will have any 
‘material effect upon the situation of the 
British in the Near East, for unless he can 
destroy the British fleet’ the chances of his 
being able to deliver any swift, telling blow! 
against. the ,British army in Egypt are not. 
particularly jreat. He has either to wipe out 
the British naval forees in the Mediterran- 
ean, oF persuade the Turks to give him pass~ 
faye’ over their territory, and there is nothing: 
in the situation as it stands to suggest that 
the Turks realizing what is happening in the 
Balkans would be at all inclined to meet. 
hhim in this respect. 

‘fhe final item on the programme it is stated 
‘will be the long contemplated invasion of 
Britain, and the occupation of Eire by @ 
Targe German force. It all, sounds so very’ 
imposing, but as a matter of fact it appears| 
to be so’ remarkably “iffy,” as one wag re- 
marked, If Hitler can destroy the British 
fleet inthe Mediterranean, if he can smash 
Greece, if he can destroy’ General Wavell’s| 
army in North Africa, and if he can succeed | 
in invading, and conquering Britain, he will 
have gone some distance towards winning the 
war, » All this he is reported to contemplate| 
achieving before President Roosevelt can | 
switeh the United States war industry into| 











hhigh gear and move the American . people| of 


nearer to active participation in the war. 
In other words, as it is stated in America 
that the United States’ war potential will 
not reach its peak before September, Hitler 
expeets to achieve his ‘purpose within the 
next six months. He has not: lately been 30

THE ORCHESTRA 
March 15. 

‘The question of the fate of the Municipal 
Orchestra has again been revived as the hardy 
old annual it is. For many years past its fate 
once every twelvemonth has hung in the 
balance; but it is to be doubted whether ever 
so welghty an attack has been made upon 
it as this year. This attack upon the 
Orchestra is deadlier than ever before, and 
when Inquinen posed the- question: “What 
is more important and necessary, an or- 
cchestra that costs more than $300,000 a year’ 
and does not satisfy its audiences, or further 
‘hospital accommodation for T. B. cases, 
especially for the poorer classes of Shanghai's 
forelgn population?” he asked a question to 
which on the face of it there can be only 
fone answer. But issues such as these should 
not be decided upon what are the apparent 
answers to catch questions, especially when 
properly speaking, they ate, by reason of 
the manner in which they’ are put, little 
better than the leading question which sus- 
gests the only answer possible, If any right 
{hinking man is asked which is better-musie 
‘or medicine?—and the issue left at that 
there can be only.one reply and that in favour 
of the latter. If the issue is between artistic 
enjoyment, and the relief of suffering there 
can be no’ doubt how the verdict should go. 
‘Those who seek to defend the Orchestra 
are placed upon a very bad wicket. To plead 
culture against the alleviation of suffering 
4s to put forward an argument which in days 
such as these is unconvincing in the extreme. 
It invites the retort that the luxurious mafitle 
of cuiture—in this case the Municipal 
Orchestra,—is being used to cover festering 
sores, and leads another correspondent to, 
remark that “the standard of culture and 
civilization of a modern town is not measured 
by its orchestra, theatre, or cinema but, in 
the first place by its sanitary institutions.” In 
other words a city cannot be held to be cul 
tured if in fact it is dirty, and suffering, 
which ought to bé aided, and is neglected, 
is no more than gsthetic dirt, 

But the question still remains as to whether 
the matter can be decided quite so simply. 
as these correspondents seem to suggest. Are. 
there not other considerations to be taken 
into account? It would seem that the rate- 
payers—who have had the fate of the Or- 
ches:z in their hands yearly for some time 
past—have by continual insistence upon Its 
retention given to its members some right 
to expect a degree of permanency upon which 
they could lock with some certainty. ‘True 
‘the situation places them upon continual 
notice as it were, but the fact that that notice 
has never been terminated suggests that 
something higher than mere expediency must 
be called into play, and that is justice. ‘This 
is not to be taken ax indicating that this 
journal wishes to take sides in this matter. 
Lixe’ the Municipal Couneil it believes that 
it is a matter curely for the ratepayers them= 
selves, but it is desiruble that to considera 
tion of the fate of an orchestra which has 
served the communit so well for so many 
years every phase of the question should be | 
submitted. 

Let it be admitted that the arguments, 
which can be ‘adduced for, and against the 
retention of the Orchestra, can indeed be 
very powerful, but it is necessary that in 
arriving at any decision as to its fate all 
aspects of the question should be fully dealt 
with, If the musicians at present engaged 
by the Council ere likely to suffer “as. 
result of their being discharged, that fact: 
deserves equal consideration: with the -lot 
of those already suffering. If it is possible 
to adjust this: question with a minimum of 
injustice all round no effort should be spared 
to do so. The can most certainly not 
be solved by posing questions of the nature 
“Have you stopped beating your wife?” 
requiring in reply a simple “Yes,” or “No.” 
‘There is much more to it than that, and 
between now and the annual meeting of rate- 
payers it Is to be hoped that those with whom 
the fate of the Orchestra rests will bring to

‘THE LIBYAN SURPRISE 
March 15. 


‘As the details of the commencement of 
the British offensive in Libya come to be 
revealed a most remarkable story is being 
told. The Associated Press tat 
Cairo reports that when General Wavell 
‘opened his offensive against the Italians in 
the Middle East he called the war cor 
respondents together and told them one of 
the most remarkable stories of any war. Ho 
revealed what was going on but cautioned 
against over-emphasizing it at the start. The 
onslaught on the Italians began he said as 
“a great raid” which might develop into an 
offensive if enough supplies were captured 
in the frst day to permit it to continue. 
Here was a general of the world's greatest 
Empire telling war correspondents that he 
did not have enough material for an offen- 
sive, but that ho hoped to pick it up on 
the way. “At first it seemed ineredible to 
his hearers that such a thing had been plan- 
ned, but on second thoughts they declared 
that such daring seemed to explain the 
‘greatness of the British Empire, 

At is not to be thought that what had 
happened was an impromptu raid which 
‘might in certain circumstances develop into 
‘a major offensive. Everything had been most 
carefully planned, and after the initial sue- 
cess of which the world and the Italians 
now know, General Wavell let his men go 
‘ahead, changing plans, and improvising new 
‘ones ‘on the battlefield where necessary, 
following all the moves with the closest 
attention but never letting the fortunes of 
the battle affect his own imperturbability. 
[All this followed trying months of prepara- 
tlon during which General Wavell managed 

to mislead the enemy and lull them into a 
belief that he would never attack. ‘The 
collapse of France and the entry of Italy 
into the war had left Egypt woefully un~ 
protected on land, and the commander's first 
task was to build up an army capable of 
defending the Middle East without allies. 
Eight days after the offensive had opened the 
correspondent had occasion to congratulate 
the general on his success, to which he quiet- 
ly replied “Yes, we had ‘some luck.” 
‘The whole of the Libyan campaign now 
stands out in its true light as a daring exploit, 
conceived by a daring man and carried 
through by troops of unquestioned bravery 
‘and determination. It is completely in 
accord with the best British’ tradition in 
which the readiness to take some risk is 
always to the fore. General Wavell staked 
much on the opening stages of the attack. 
‘Though there was also a display of consider- 
able caution. If the raid failed to provide 
the necessary supplies, it still remained a 
raid. If it proved profitable it could expand 
into a major action. ‘The gallantry and dash 
of the Australian and Imperial troops, to- 
gether with the assistance of the Free French 
army secured the necessary supplies which 
the Ttalians in thelr hurry to leave appar- 
ently did not attempt to destroy. ‘The bases 
which Marshal Graziani had built up for 
his attack on Egypt fell practically undam- 
‘aged into the hands of the British and their 
Allies. ‘The material was there to be used 
dgainst the Ttalians, and the spearhead which 
Marshal Graziani levelled against Egypt was 
‘turned into his own breast. 

On the coastal road which Graziani had 
built for the purpose of carrying out his 
‘own plans there stands a ‘monument at the 
top of which is carved a profile of Italy's 
lath-and-plaster “Napoleon.” Beneath it 
runs the legend “He who halts is lost.” ‘Those 
Italians who did not halt were few. Most] 
of them, however, did not move fast enough. 
‘The small cloud’ in the sky in the shape 
of the initial raid rapidly became the over- 
whelming storm of a great offensive, and 
the Italian armies of northern Africa are now 
practically things of the past. It was done 
by daring planning, controlled by military 
genius and carried out with an élan upon 
which General Wavell knew he could depend. 
Tho lesson to be drawn from it all is that 
so long as the British command can learn 
whatever Germany has to teach and make 
‘uso of it in the manner in which mechanized 
units were used in Libya, there is not 
great deal to be feared from the enemy, and 
that when the Germans are eventually met 
in the fleld by the British they will again 
meet those flexible minds which held them 
in 1914 and contributed to their’ defeat four 
‘years later. 











YUGOSLAVIA FIRM 
‘March 17. 


Whatever may happen in the future, last 
week made it quite clear that Hitler was 
finding the task of attracting Yugoslavia 
into the Axis fold more than a little difficult, 
Tt was confidently expected in Berlin that 
everything would have been straightened out 
last week, and that by that time Yugoslavia 
‘would have entered the Tripartite Pact, and 
given permission to Germany to use its ter- 
ritory as a channel for the German attack 
‘on Greece. It is true that Hitler proposed 
‘an alternative to actual falling into line with 
the other nations brought under the aegis of 
\the Axis, but it is reported that even here. 
certain of the provisions of the alternative 





document were viewed in Belgrade with some 
suspicion. Naturally the greatest fear pre- 
valent in Yugoslavia is that that country 
‘would be deduced to the same status as those 
other nations which have fallen victims to 
‘Hitler's blandishments or force. ‘The Yugo- 
[slavs have no use whatever for the Germans 
for the Italians, are a sturdy race clinging 
to their hard won independence, and it seems 
that the line which the Government is taking. 
in accordance with the best interests of the 
country is not incompatible .with popular 
wishes, 

Reuter’s correspondent at Belgrade states, 
in a telegram published elsewhere, that all 
rumours of an ultimatum, or of ‘Yugoslav 
capitulation to any ultimatum can be ex- 
cluded. It is reported that after months of 
the war of nerves, it appears certain that 
Yugoslavia will not sign the three-power 
pact but will maintain the strictest neutrality, 
‘and that the maximum of concession Bel- 
grade is prepared to make is to agree to 
sign a non-aggression agreement. Just what 
that would be worth may be estimated from 
]some of the other non-aggression pacts which 
Hitler has signed including that infamous 
fone with Poland, and if he consents to enter 
into such an arrangement with Yugoslavia 
the people of that country would undoubted~ 
ly suspect that his tongue was in his cheek 
while signing, ‘There is some suggestion 
emanating from enemy quarters that failure 
of the Yugoslavs to come into line, has been 
due to British pressure brought to bear upon 
Belgrade. It is stated that the British Gov- 
ernment has warned Yugoslavia that should 
she enter the Axis fold, in the event of British 
being victorious, she would have to pay the 
penalty of being cut up into several parts, 

If the people in Berlin are so stupid as to 
[believe that Britain would seek to apply the 
same sort of pressure as that which Hitler 
has s0 often resorted they clearly fail to un= 
derstand Britain's position or_her methods, 
The last thing she wouild see to do would 
be to offend a nation of such sturdy charac~ 
teristics, and it is clear that even Hitler him- 
self hesitates to do so. That is why Yugo- 
slavia has not already been “Blitz-ed” into 
Joining the Axis. The danger of Yugoslavia 
efending her independence with her army 
of a million men of proved fighting ability. 
hhas caused Hitler to walk like the proverbial 
cat—clrcumspectly, and the caution he is 
displaying is sullcient proof of his reluctance 
to take any steps which might force Yugo 
slavia to deferd herself, which would throw 
her into the arms of Great Britain and, her 

It must be remembered at all times that 
‘Yugoslavia is the more direct routé to Greece, 
‘The Bulgarian road has already been secured, 
but Hitler sees dangers in making use of it. 
‘That is why he has held his hand while en- 
deavouring to persuade Yugoslavia to fall 
into line. ‘Two of his chief obstacles are the 
Prince Regent himself, who has a knack of 
remembering that he was up at Oxford, and 
his Prime Minister, Viadimir Matehek, his 
“strong man,” who ‘is at heart a pugnacious 
democrat, Strictest neutrality upon which 














Rumania of German troops or supplies. 
will also secure that Hitler will not be able 
to play the man in possession which he has 
done so effectually in Rumania and Bulgaria, 
It would be premature at this time to sug 
gest that Hitler has mot with a reverse at 
Belgrade though it is apparent that he is not 
‘getting all he wanted with the ease he ob- 
tained it elsewhere, while it he goes too far 
there is a grave danger that the Yugostavs 
may decide {o resist force with force in 
which event a situation much to his dislike 
may be created, 











SATURDAY’S RIOT 
Mareh 17. 

‘The disgraceful incident on Saturday after- 
noon at the Canidrome, when the Chinese 
‘spectators indulged in a riot in the course of 
the SMP. v. Tung Hwa football match, in- 
spires the question as to whether the time 
has not arrived for drastic action to be taken 
by the authorities concerned, ‘The cause of 
the disturbance was the action of the referee 
in ordering off the fleld one of the Tung Hwa 
team, which led to the Chinese eleven walk- 
ing of the fleld in protest, and a violent 
demonstration by the Chinese crowd. It is 
significant to note that at the time of the 
incident the Police were leading by three 
goals to one, and in most of the other cases 
in which riots by the Chinese have taken 
place it has generally been when the foreign 
team playing happened fo be in the lead, and 
defeat for the Chinese seemed assured, There 
‘are two important points to be considered in 
this matter, first the sporting behaviour of 
‘the Chinese team, and, second, the attitude 
‘of the Chinese spectators. 

How far the conduct of the former led to 
the rioting must be a matter of some specula~ 
tion, though the fact that their method of 
protest against the action of the referee 
which appears to have been perfectly cor~ 
rect, clearly proves that the Tung Hwa team 
was’ animated by no spirit of that type of 
sportsmanship which accepts unfavourable 
verdicts as part of the game, In that Tung 





Hwa is not alone. Other Chinese teams have 
in the past refused to accept referees’, de- 
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cisions if they. in any way affected the pro- 
speets of their winning the match. In other 
cases, during this season, as in other years, 
Chinese teams seeing their chances of victory 
to be slight have sought to serve their pur~ 
poses by indulging in the roughest of play, 
Which has on a number of occasions resulted 
in correspondents writing to this journal on 
the subject. Referees, who endeavour to 
maintain control of the games, and to punish 
infringement of the Tules, run the risk of at 
east bodily injury, and ‘any unpopular de- 
cision is likely to lead to disorder. There 
cannot be the slightest doubt that the Tung 
Hwa- team by their unsporting refusal to ac 
cept the decision of the referee are respon- 
sible for much that occurred afterwards. 

‘Then there is the attitude of the Chinese 
crowd to the game, ‘They do not go to see a 
football match with the hope that the best 
side will win, ‘They do so hoping that their 
side alone shall gain the day, and with per~ 
fect willingness to create demonstrations if 
there is any danger of their team losing. 
‘This is particularly true when it is a match 
in which a Chinese team is opposed to a 
foreign eleven, Of that there cannot be the 
slightest doubt, ‘The repeated disorders of 
the last.few years clearly proves that to be 
the case, and the only conclusion to be drawn 
is that while undoubtedly the Chinese have 
produced several exellent football teams, 
neither the players nor the spectators have 
yet acquired an understanding “of the spirit 
‘of the game, and that it may be many years 
before they do so, There is also the ques~ 
tion of that latent xenophobia which has to 
be taken into consideration, and the time 
has surely now come for those controlling the 
game in Shanghai to decide whether steps 
should not be taken to prevent a recurrence 
of these disorderly scenes. 

‘On that point there is not the slightest 
doubt that there is a very strong fecling that 
these sino-foreign football matches should be 
discontinued until there is a better assurance 
of good conduct ori the part of Chinese play- 
ers and crowds than at present exists. Tt is 
unthinkable that a foreign team and a 
handful of foreign spectators should run the 
visks which they apparently do in the sino- 
foreign matches, 'To argue that these engage 
‘ments serve the ends of co-operation between 
the Chinese and the foreigners is to offer a 
contention which cannot possibly be support~ 
ed in the light of what has happened. In- 
deed the opposite is entirely the case, and 
there is a grave danger that ‘continued re- 
petition of these incidents will increase bad 
feelings’ rather than allay them, ‘That is a 
probability which has to be faced, and it is 
for the Shanghai Football Association, or the 
authorities responsible for peace and order 
to decide whether or not there shall be any 
Turther sino-foreign football matches this 
season, and whether they shall be resumed 
in the next, .As matters stand it would seem 
that the Chinese should be left to play 
amongst themselves until they have learned 
what true sportsmanship really is, ‘That they 
do not at present know, 














IN NO UNCERTAIN VOICE 
March 18. 


‘Those who were fortunate enouyh to hear 
the very exccllent rebroadeasting on Sunday 
night of Mr. Roosevelt's speech, at the. dinner 
txiven him by the White House correspondents,

If 
any emphasis of that statement were needed 
it Is to be found in the swift passage by 
the House of Representatives on Saturday 
of the Bill for the appropriation of $7,000, 
00,000 to enable the policy of all out aid 
to tle Allies (c be executed. 

‘The Tegislature having had its ght over 
the Lend-Lease 'BIIl has assembled as one 
man behind its execution, and the world now 
sees in the United States’a union determined 
to do everything necessary to see that the 
Ideals of Demoeraey shall not perish from the 
world. An imposing picture is presented. Tt 
thas been the habit of the enemy propagandists 
to speak of their fight with England. They 
are not fighting the English, nor the 43,000, 
000 people inhabiting the tight tittle British 
Isles, They are Mghting the British Empire, 
‘with’ its hundred of millions of loyal souls, 
now reinforced by the enormous economic 
strength and determined idealism of the 
people of the United States.

That 
declaration was marked by an outburst of 
applause the volume of which clearly in- 
dicated the approval of the newspaper cor- 
respondents who were the President's host, 
‘and marked the support of a large number 
of men whose life duly it is to mould the 
‘opinion of the nation. 

It is a great thing to know that the Pre- 
sident’s speech was not entirely a promise 
lof things to come, for it has been revealed 

that immediately ‘upon the passage of the 
Lend-Lease Bill material assistance com- 





menced to go forward, that possibly by the 
time the President spoke the first instal- 
ments’ were already nearing British shores. 
‘The swiftness with which the US. Administ- 
ration ‘moved, once legislative action en- 
abled them to’do so, is in its way a measure 
of the enthusiasm’ and determination with 
which the American people have assumed 
their share of this titanic struggle for 
democracy, the preservation of hardly 
acquired freedom against men who would 
revive the tyrannies of the darker ages. It 
is impossible not to be moved by the splen- 
dour of the scene which is now presented of 
great nation acting in full loyalty to the 
principles upon which its ideals of govern- 
ment are based. The lions of democracy 
have now been fully aroused.

HITLER AND PROVIDENCE 
March 18. 


Were it not for the striking contrast be- 
tween the speech delivered by Herr Hitler 
‘on ‘Heroes’ Day" in Berlin and that delivered 
by President Roosevelt at the dinner in his 
honour given by the White House correspon- 
dents, the former would be unworthy of 
comment. ‘Throughout President Roosevelt's 
address there rang a tone of deep-seated eon- 
vietion in the righteousness of the cause to 
which he committed his nation’s material 
support. Throughout the speech delivered by 
Hitler to his audience of “heroes,” the key- 
note was nothing but hypocrisy. ‘There were 
‘two separate appeals to Providence: “The 
eternal Providence does not let those become 
victorious who are willing to shed blood for 
‘|nothing but domination of their gold;” and 

May then Providence let us find the right 
way to lead peoples freed from their shackles 
to a better order of things.” Coming from a 
man who so recently declared that the 
Christian cross would soon be replaced on 
the altars of the Church by the pagan 
swastika, this belief that Providence will 
shortly intervene on the Nazi behalf comes 
strangely. Either the events of the past year 
have caused a marked change in Hitler’s 
religious beliefs, or he realises the importance 
of appealing to the religious instincts of his 
hearers, or he is simply doing what he had 
done before—treating Providence as a 
rhetorical stand-by. The last named seems 
Jess likely than usual, since he can put for~ 
ward no other reason’ than Providence’s dis- 
like of shedding blood for gold for the British 
collapse he confidently predicts. 

Other parts of the speech are equally in- 
dicative of the manner in which Hitler hopes 
to thrive on hopeless inconsistencies. Quite! 
rightly he emphasizes the power of the Ger- 
man army and the effleiency of its equip- 
‘ment, both of which the rest of the world has 
been taught reluctantly to recognize. But in 
view of his last speech, in which he declared 
that Britain will be reiluced by the action 
of Nazi submarines and aeroplanes in cutting 
off all supplies, it is significant that his only| 
references to the heroes of the German navy 
are to those whose bodies already lie at 
the bottom of the ocean. The men of the 
German army are “heroes because they 
have so far been successful; the men of the: 
navy are “heroes! because they have been 
‘unsuccessful. ‘The men of the Luftwaffe are 
mentioned only insofar as they have re- 
taliated against British.air raids which, Hitler 
falsely insists, were initiated by Mr. Winston 
Churehill against towns and villages. ‘The 
truth is so well known that it need ‘hardly 
be repeated... It is that British alr raids 
‘began with the famous attack on the naval 
‘bases at Wilhelmshaven and Kiel- and that} 
repeated attacks were made subsequently] 
upon German industrial centres, while Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain was the Prime Minister. 
For these raids Mr. Winston Churchill had| 
no more responsibility than any other} 
Minister in control of a department, One 
‘other inconsistency must be pointed out. Tt 
is Hitler's reference to the blockade, which 
he again declares is aimed at’the starvation 




















of women and children. et in the same 
breath he boasts of what cffect the German 
blockade ‘will have against Britain. Either 
fa blockade is right or it is wrong; it cannot | 
be right for one side and wrong for the 
other. And it should not be forgotten that 
the first act towards any blockade in this 
war was committed by the Germans when 
they sank the Athenia. 

Patriotic orators have emphasized for hun- 
dreds of years that it is honourable to die 
for one's country. But it has been left to 
the dictators of recent decades to twist this 
belief into declaring that it is honourable to 
die for a “greater” country—a “Greater 
Germany,” a “Greater, Italian Empire,” and 
a “Greatér East Asia.” This is simply to 
pervert patriotism into imperialism. It is 
to distort a great concept into an excuse for 
preying upon weaker neighbours. It is 
‘against these perversions and distortions that 
the nations now engaged in the fight for 
human liberty are battling and suffering, 
Yet it is precisely these perversions and di 
tortions which are regarded by the Nazis and 
the Fascists as real incentives to their peoples 
to attack those who can only with difficulty 
defend themselves, and the principles upon 
which they have based their national found: 
tions. In the absenee of any very outstand- 
ing success by the Nazi arms since the fall 
of France, and in the face of very serious 
difficulties’ into which the Fascists have got 
themselves since they stabbed France in the 
back, Hitler is foreed to rely upon the inter- 
vention of Providence for his further success. 
In spite of cynical quotations to the con- 
trary, however, Providence is not on the side 
of the big battalions. The knowledge that 
they are fighting for justice and freedom, not 
only for themselves but for the whole world, 
is inspiration enough to the Allied peoples 
to counter even greater numerical and 
mechanical superiority than that which the 
Nazis now possess, but which they are so 
soon to lose when the full force of American 
assistance comes into play.

Possibly this fone is a result of the 
Aifficully of accurate translation from Japanese 
into English. Be that as it may, the significance 
fof the despatch lies in the fact ‘that a corres. 
Pondent of a newspaper which is published in 
an Axis country denies the claims made by 
the German High Command that Britain's war 
industry has been crippled by the Luftwaffe, 
‘and in hig assertion that neither production 
or moral have been affected. Since the Nazis 
bogan thelr aerial Blitzkrieg on Britain, there 
hhas been! a. constant stream of independent-and 
neutral testimony as to the failure of the Ger~ 
mang fo strike in any vital spot, This is not to say 
that industrial enterprises have not been dam- 
‘aged, or factories have always escaped wi 
seathed, But long before the actual outbreak of 
this war, Britain had been prepared for aerial 
bombardment, possibly on a worse scale than 
that which has already occurred. Alternative 
sites for Industrial plants located in areas ex. 
Posed to attack were prepared. With a result 
that in the case of one factory in the London 
zone which was completely gutted in the car. 
Her massed raids, the plant was able {o resume 
normal functioning in the “shadow” factory 
prepared, within one week. ‘The customers of 
the factory received circulars reassuring them 
that deliveries of their orders would not be de- 
layed, or if delayed, would be only a litte be. 
hind the promised schedule. And it should not 
be forgotten that the campaign that “Britain 
can deliver the goods” was not started until 
After. the Nazis had done their worst from the 
air. So long as the Nazi menace exists, there 
‘must, of course, be a continuous threat to British 
industry, whether war industry or otherwise. Tt 
would be idle, therefore, to atiempt to minimize 
the possibilities of serious disruption, But it is 
satisfactory to note that fo date the Nazis have 
had very little success, And with the signing 
of the Lend and Lease Bill by President Roo- 
Sevelt today, the importance of any success 
they may manage fo win in the future is 
greatly lessened, What Britain cannot make for 
herself, she will be able to get from the United 
States. 


The Man Who Failed

showed himself to be no better a general than 
the men whose advice he has consistently dis- 
regarded, and whom he hampered by his own 
political ‘conceptions of the military situation.

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<at least in the eyes of the worid, if not in 
those of his own countrymen who may” not 
earn the truth for some time to come, Marshal 
Badoglio, former Italian Chief of Sta, who it 
is reported has been sent to Albonia'at the 
urgent” wish of the King of Italy, ig not it 
appears, to be left to handie the situation alone, 
for it is reported that Signor Staraco, the former 
secretary of the Fascist Party, Is to accompany 
him, apparently for the purpose of maintaining 
watchful party eye upon the actions of the new 
commander. It docs not seem thot if he were 
given a free hand he would be atle to do much 
to save the Italian troops from the disaster which 
appears to be awaiting them, for though the 
Ualians are now reported to be fighting des- 
perately, there Js every reason to believe. that 
their hearts are not in this war, and never 
were, and that their equipment has not at any 
time 'been as good as it was boast(ully claimed 
fo be. Where Mussolini appears to have failed 
Jast week is in the fact that the Greek com- 
monder-in-chief, General Papogoy succeeded in 
forestalling the “decisive” spring offensive which 
the Fascist dictator promised despondent party 
Tenders on February 22. Mussolini went {0 
Albania to show his experts how wars should be 
won. He is reported {0 have thrown masses of 
men into an unavailing onslaught, and to be 
responsible for huge losses. He has returned to

SHANGHAI NOTES 


Mr. 'T, D. Davy 


By the sudden and unexpected death of 
Ar. 'T. D, Davy, printing manager of the North 
China Daily News and Herald Lid, the company 
and its employces lose a much valued servant 
and friend, For approximately three decades 
Davy had been in charye of the Job printing 
department and also the printing of the "North. 
China Daily News" “and the “North-China 
Herald.” bringing to his work a rich, technical 
knowledge, and an ficiency which was remark 
‘ed upon not only by his colleagues, but also 
by many outside the office with whom his work 
Drought him in contact.

‘age. ‘The regulations will result in 
the suspension of Neon sign displays, 
electric signs, illuminations and ad- 
vertisements ‘both in the Interior 
and exterior of all establishments in 
the Concession. Exceptions to the 
rule are electric cookers, indispen- 





sable medical, apparatiis and ins! 
dustrial “consumption, 
Following the suggestion of the 


French Municipal Couneil the Com- 
pagnie Francaise de ‘Tramways et 
WEclairage — Electriques (French 
Tramways) operating the light, water 
and transportation facilities of the 
Concession have been arduously en= 
nged in collecting data on essential 
services such as factories and in- 
Gustries whose business would be 
Aislocated by curtailment of electri- 
city’ supply to. any appreciable 
exient, This would result in a serious

Cannibalism Reported 
In Shaohsing 


Shanghai, Mar. 16.

In. view of the strong criticism 
by the Chinese press, executives of 
fie three rice bodies’ here held a 
meeting on Friday to discuss | the 
best methods of saving the situation. 
It ig learned no decisions were 
ynnounced after the meeting. ‘The 
‘Shun Pao" urges the ‘authorities to 
Imitate Hongkong control of rice. 
It fs said that in the Colony, exports 
‘and Imports of rice must be re-| 
ported to authorities and that no 
exporis are allowed unless the stock 
Amounts to 500,000 bags. 

Improvement was evident in the 
rice market yesterday, however, 
because the poilce exercised more 
alertness in punishing profiteers. 
‘The “allowance” fee was’ reduced 
to $2200 per 100 bags but the frst 
grade native rice (Changshu rice) 
was priced at $128.

Chinese Worried by 
Electric Supply 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 15. 
Like the-problem of the native rice 
thorlage in Shanghai, the necessity 
of cutting electricity ‘supply by the 
Shanghal Power Company is again a 
result of thie changed situation and 
in order to solve the problem. the 
Settlement authorities will have to 
negotiate with the Javanese so that 
coal from North China ean be trans 
yorted to this city without interven 
tion. This is the consensus of opin. 
fon ‘among the Chinese as indicated 
{in the Chinese press, which expresses 
concern over the official arrangement 
being made by a special committee. 


Coal Goes to Japan 

Tt is asserted that the Japanese 
hold the key to the solution of the 
problem and that if the authorities 
carry out the provisional scheme of 
cutting the supply as announced re- 
cently, all factories, especially those 
‘operated by. the Chinese and British, 
WIN be affected seriously. Japanese 
factories will not be affected serious. 
ly. It Js explained that Japanese cot- 
ton mills and other factories here 
consume about half of the city's in 
lustrial electricity and that most of 
the mills operate on a half-day 
schedule. Quoting factory owners, 
the reports state that if the authorit- 
Jes cut the supply by over 25 per 
cent. then many workers will have 
to be thrown out of work, thus af- 
festing peace and order, About 1, 
000,000 people in Shanghai will be 
Aireetly or indirectly affected by th 
arrangements, states the “Shun Pao. 

While it has been announced that 
the necessity of cutting the supply 
fof clectricity is a result of a short. 
Re of coal, Chinese industrialists 
hold the opinion that if the Japanese 
‘are willing to co-operate with the 
Shanghai Power Company and Set- 
flement authorities, the problem ean 
be easily settled. It is said that be- 
fore the hostilities, the Katlan Min. 

Administration supplied almost 
all the coal needed by the Power 
Company here and it is even stated 
im one report that the coal firm sup- 
plied more than the company needed. 
Since Japanese industrialists consume 
simost half of the electiicity alloted 
fo the city's industrialists, the Jap- 
‘nese should allow more coal to come 
here from the coal firm in North 
China. 

It is hintod In the report published 
by the “Sin Wan Pao,” however, that 
Ht will cause some difficulties to the 
Japanese authorities, it being assert 
fed that most of the coal produced 
by the North China firm now has 
‘been sent {o Japan proper to meet 
the demand of war industries there 
Chinese manufacturers doing export 
business are sald to be particularly 
concerned over the arrangement. 
‘Shanghai's exports will be diminish. 
ed as a result of the now arrange. 
ment, followed by the dismissal of 
many workers. Providing more food 
for thought for the experts invited 
by the Shanghat Municipal Council 
fo study the problem, the report 
urges that public safety and health 
must be taken into serious considera. 
tion. Chinese are of the opinon that 
the experts should not go #0 far as 
to cut the supply of electricity of 
street lights and hospitals. 

‘Numerous salaried individuals and 
pleasure seekers may change. their 
habits of living owing to the change. 

Indleating that the Chi. 
ese ‘may not oppose any curtailed 
supply for amusement centres oF 
night spots, one report says that their 
business may be affected. Electric 
lights in show.jwindows and neon 
light signs may’ be diminished. Tt 
is said that numerous firms have 
‘submitted petitions to the special 
committee asking for an increase of

After the passage of the “lend-and- 
tease bill” in Washington over which 
the Chinese are jubilant, the most 
important thing is that the United. 
States should not consider elther one 
of the two countries. Great Britain 
‘and China, in more urgent need for 
‘aid than the other for they must be 
helped simultaneously, since Germany 
and Japan are also fighting hand in 
hand. Washington should also cul- 
Livate friendship with Moscow. so that 
they may co-operate closely in de- 
feating the Japanese,

Bt Feat as ick Promoted * Decorated 
Many Injured in Fierce Battle ; Police, Fire eet Gar aa. Seetas 


Brigade Finish Off Rioters in Streets 


Shanghai, Mar. 16. 


‘ORE than thirty Chinese ahd some foreigners were injured 

yesterday afternoon at the Canidrome when an infuriated crowd 
of Chinese, estimated to be about twenty thousand strong, staged 
a riot during the S.M.P., Tung Hwa football game which was being 


played there. Cause of the riot, 


which was the fiercest ever seen 


at a local sports gathering, was the ordering off by Mr. A. G. B. 
Carnell, referee, of L. K. Tai of the Tung Hwa team, which caused 
the rest of the Chinese players to walk off as a sign of protest. 
At the time of the incident the Police were leading by three goals 


to one. 
Seats were broken and hurled at 
the officials below, ‘while other 


raissiles included stones, bricks "and 
‘orange peel, — Several’ attempts to 
burn the Canidrome down were also 
made by unruly Chirese, but all these 
vere frustrated by the potice, although 

_ all the straw around the race track 
was burned. 

‘Commanded by Lieutenant Pierre 
Blanchet. the French Police, reinfor~ 
ced by the arrival of riot squads and 
the fire brigade, restored order on the 
field and in the Conidome, but not 
Lvofore many, some of them completely 
innocent, had sustained injuries. "A 
foreign newspaperman. watching the 
niot from the ofelats’ box was hurt 
when. a stick hit him just above the 
temple, Another foreigner was seen 
exhibiting a black eye. Only” eight 
persons ‘were severely “hurt and of 
these three were detained at Ste 
Marie's Hospital, » 

‘The trouble started when the 
Chinese walked off the eld.” This 
was the signal—for the. spectators— 
‘and there were about 20.000 present— 
9 start bombarding the officials with 
sticks, stones, bricks and orange peel. 
‘At the same time, the referee and all 
the foreigners came in for thelr share 
‘of insults, ‘being called swine, dogs 
‘and foreign loafers, 

‘The small detachment of police 
detailed to keep law and order 
the Canidrome, was far from suf 
lent and could do little to pacity 
the crowd, which surged on the field. 
‘Tho players of the two teams and 
the officials had by this time left it 
‘ue thus escaped injur 

Spectators from the north and south 
stends lost no time in getting to the 
eld. some threatening foreigners. 
vikile others demanded that thelr-a 
infesion fees be returned. The police 
‘men trled to force them off the field, 
but they were outnumbered and in 
seme cases, were forced te run. In 
each case however, the spectators mid 
dearly, for when reinforeed, the 
prolleemen spared nobody in clear 























Batons Used 


At the same time, reinforced by the 
errival of tot squads, a small detacli= 
ment of police ascended the north 
stands to foree the spectators. out. 
‘The mob greeted them with sticks, 
but were forced to retreat as the 
“hobbies” used their batons to good 
effect. Several ringleaders were 
arrested and many were hurt, 

‘The mob on the south stand, mea 
while, broke-through the thin pollee 
cordon and swarmed to the field, while 
those remaining brought straw to the 
stands and atiempted to burn the 
place down: Here, too, their attempts 
were frustrated and ' several were 
injured when the police went after, 
the guilly persons, 

Several. res were started on the 
fleld and these were allowed to burn 
Cut. When the firemen arrived at the 
Canidrome. the flames already had 
been extinguished and only smoke 
remained, 

With the arrival of the fire brigade. 
the police took the initiative into thelr 
hands and started clearing the crowd 
‘out of the place. Many more were 
hurt in the stampede of the mob, A 
press photographer was victimized as 
the evowe started thelr dash and he 
Jost “his camera. He went after the! 
ign who had torn it out of his hand 
‘and recovered it, although he was! 
puisheq and stepped on in the attempt 


Hoses in Action 


‘The Chinese finally were driven 
out of the Canldrome, but, once on 
‘Avenue du Roi Albert, they armed 
themselves with bricks and bombard- 
ed the policemen. One section of the 
‘mob retreated to the south along the 
street, while the other went north. 

An order to disperse the erowd was 
given and the policemen churged. 
pushing the rloters further back. ‘The 
throwing of missiles, however, con- 
tinued and an order to open the hoses 
on the mob was given. This had a 
sobering effect and the.Chinese re 
treated vagain, 

As the police reached the Intersavin 
Apartments, however, some Chinese 
tld themselves in the passage of the 
building and threw several bricks 
‘them, No one was injured, although a 
foreign officer was hit in the leg. 
Several policemen went after the 
throwers. eating them mercilessly 
with their batons, 

















Retreating continuously urider 
police pressure, the mob reached Rue 
Lafayette, overiurning, in their stam- 
Dede, the stalls of two peanut vendors. 
‘The sight was indeed pathetic as the 
innocen men were seen scrambling 
to recover thelr’ money. Their 
peanuts. meanwhile, found ready 
customers in several street | urchins 
who lost no time in picking up as 
many, bags as possible. 

‘The crowd separated only once in 
their retreat and this was when a 
young Chinese woman, badly injured 
In the face, was taken to a hospital 
by a Chinese spectator on his motor 
eyele. “They closed up again and at- 
tacked several buses. throwing bricks 
at the windows and smashing several 
of them. ‘Three trolley buses were 
‘also attacked ond the rioters cup the 
Topes that held the trolleys tothe 
vehicles. 

‘The riot was finally liquidated, 
‘almost sn hour after it. had begun, 
and the crowd was getting thinner 
and thinner near Route Vallon, Many 
rioters, took their chances to’ escape 
by boarding trotieybuses, 

Yesterday's riot was the biggest 
ever staged by Chinese at a football 
match, It may be recalled that

‘The year under review showed an

Record Number of 
Vaccinations Made 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 12. 
‘A record number of vaccinations 
for the Settlement, totalling 41,200 
‘against smallpox, being 4,647 more 
than on the corresponding day last 
year, were carried out by the health 
‘department of the SEC, on Sunday 
last, March 9, “The Birthday -of All 
Flowers” in the Chinese calendar. 
‘The day, which is regarded by the 
Chinese ’ as being propitious for 
vaccination, saw all available mem- 
bers of the staff of the health 
department hard put to the task of| 
oping with the erowds from 8 am.

‘A Chinese mother considers it 
fortunate if she can have her child 
vaccinated on tho natal day of all 
flowers and no less than 13.350 
infants and 23,390 children were 
vaccinated and’ the remaining 3,457 
Were made up of adults. 

‘The work was done’ at twelve 
ranch “health offices, one market 
office, by mobile unit vans. By 
arrangement the police exercised 
control over the crowds at the 
branch offices. The ‘high total of 
persons vaccinated was attributed to

“There were three deaths recorded 
amongst the Chinese staff whilst 
eight others were invalided in ad- 
dition to five Indians, 

“The total number of prisoners 
continued to rise during the early 
Part of the year. but a gradual de- 
line set in during the summer 
months. ‘This, however, has not been 
maintained as the total has been on 
the increase once again since the 
month of September. 

“The grand total for all three see- 
tions on January 1, was 8530 which 
‘figure is the highest in the existence 
of the Gaol. 

“Due to the conditions prevailing 
little or no improvement can be ex- 
pected during 1941, unless some un- 
foreseen changes occur. 

“Armed crime is stili very preval- 
ent and at the end of the year there 
was a total of 3.137 prisoners detain- 
ed ‘under the heading of Robbery 
‘and Snatehing. 

Highest on Record 

“On January 1, there were 8077 
prisoners inthe Chinese section 
which fgure rose to 8.241 on January 
31. This figure was ‘the highest re 
corded during the year and sinee the 
Gaol was established. "The lowest 
Agures was 7.107 on September 22. 

“A. total of 12597 prisoners were 
admitted during the year and a total 
of 12701 prisoners “were released. 
‘The daily average for this section for 
‘the year was 7,508. Only 14 prisoners 
were released’ under the Amnesty 
Law, promulgated on June 24.

“A total of 1467 cases were ex- 
‘amined during ‘the year by the au- 
thorized ‘board of which only 112 
prisoners were recommended for re~ 
lease and of which 17 were @nally 
released, 

“The number of prisoners released 
under these regulations since same | 
were promulgated now total 001; this| 
excludes hose prisoners released un- 
der Special Release during 1938. Or 
the total number released under these| 
regulations 107 have been ro-arrested 
‘and sentenced to further terms of 
Imprisonment, Release on Bail for 
Employment —Those regulations were 
again extended from December 31, 
1939 to June 30. 1940 and again for 
‘a further period of six months to the 
fend of the current year. 


High Mortality Explained 


“The higher number of releases 
under these regulations in compari- 
son to conditional release is due 
mainly to the fact that the majority 
of cases considered are prisoners 
‘with short sentences and thelr erimes| 
are not of a serious nature, Further, 
tho authority for the release of 
prisoners under these regulations Is, 
‘obtained from the 2nd Branch Kiang-

December 19, 1936, the cases of 1.364 
prisoners have been considered for 
release of which a total of 374 prison- 
(ers were finally released.

ing, Tho perpetrator of the erime 
‘was arrested, 

‘No kidnapping casos were reported 
in Fobruary, but the French police 
arrested two gangs, bringing the 
tolal to ton, ‘The frst cight gangsters 
‘were apprehended in January, 

Armed robbery cases were on the 
decrease during the month, the total 
belng only 2% or six loss than in 
January. Five eases wore solved and 
ten robbers arrested. ‘Two highway 
‘men were wounded by policomen on 
‘the scene of crime. 

‘To combat crime more eMetently, 
a system of movable barricades was 
fnaugurated during the month.

A Fortunate Year

concerned, there being an absence of 
ny, Brave, pidemies yphold, was

Dengue Fever 

A short sharp epidemic was seen 
of thiv disease which had been ab- 
sent from Shanghal for many years. 
‘As with all new diseasos, very ex- 
aggerated roports and rumours were 
spread, both in regard to its severity 
end the number of persons attacked 
by the disease, The {otal number 
‘was actually 500, which is not con. 
sidered excessive in a town of the 
size of Shanghal” and the disease, 
though very distressing to the patient, 
‘was not attended by any appreciable 
mortality. 

Ackowledgement was made to the 
French Municipal Health Department 
for its continued close co-operation 
in alt matters relating to public 
health, and {o the Shanghai Water- 
works’ Company for continuing their 
valuable services in supplying free 
water. ‘Thanks were extended to the 
various consulates, refuges organiza. 
tions, ete., who cooperated in ob 
taining a ‘fairly reliable estimate of 
the foreign population, due allowance 
being made of the fact that registra 
tion is not compulsory in certain 
countries, 

‘The ineldence of the.Buropean war 
rendered it impossible to make any 
calls on the generosity of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross and the British Fund 
for Relief in China, thus part of the’ 
medical relict previously afforded by 
these two funds for refugee non. 
residents, has now to be met by the 
Council, 

In view of the continual fluctua 
tion of the Chinese population, es. 
poclally between - the two foreign 
areas, and the abnormal conditions 
prevailing as a result of the hostili- 
‘Ues, it was Impossible to estimate the 
population with any degree of ace 
curacy. 


‘Vital Statistics == 


‘The system of birth registration is 
working satistactorily ar far as for~ 
elgn residents are concerned, and 


births of 21 different nationalities 
were recorded. An arrangement ex. 
ists whereby certified coples of 
medical certineates of birth are for- 
warded to the Consulates concerned, 
the Consulates notifying the Depart: 
ment of births not covered by such 
certieates. 

‘A total of 1,379 births among for- 
olgn residents, 688 males and 691 
females, was registered. This num- 
ber represents a rate of 22.99 per 
1,000 of the ‘population as against 
3461 in 1930, 

‘Among the Chinese community, the 
figure quoted Is considerably less 
than the actual number owing to the 
fact that only a small proportion of 
confinements receive qualified atten- 
ton. In order to encourage the re- 
istration of births, an attractive ac- 
Knowledgement form is supplied by 
the Department. ‘This form ig gain- 
ing favour and is used by" many In 
Vou of birth certiNeates, 

17,730 births among the Chinese 
residents were recorded—9,042 males 
and 8688 females. 


Deaths 


Deaths among foreigners totalled 
1,056 of which 821 were residents. 
‘The death-rate among residents was 
13.69 per mille. compared with 1020 
er mille in 1999, 5432 per cent. of 
the resident deaths were among the 
Eastern races (other than Chinese). 
who form 5235 per cent. of the 
total foreign population. 

‘The mean age at death was 3431 
years: compared with 3542 in 1939, 
‘and the mean age of adults at deal 
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‘The number of deaths of children 
under 1 year of age was 037 per 
cent, of the total, the chief causes 
of death being congenital debility, 
pneumonia, gastroenteritis and dare! 
hhoea. 

‘The chief causes of death were 
tuberculosis, typhoid fever, pnev- 
‘monia, brofichitis and cerebral” hae- 
morrbage. A. total of 19,903 deaths 
included under the heading “unspecl- 
Medi” were in respect of expased 
corpses. ‘These are dumped in alley- 
ways, on the roadside, also on vacant 
plots of land and are collected for 
disposal by the Shanahal Public Be- 
evolent Cemetery. Although these 
deaths form 53.40. per cont. of the 
total number of deaths recorded, it 
is impossible to give any analysis 
of the causes of death. Many of the 
bodies are those of beggars, Indig- 
ents, female infants and stillborn 
children. 


Chemical Laboratory 


‘The total number of analyses and 
fests carried out in the laboratory 
uring the yoar was 4,666. “Although 
the number of samplés examined is, 
410 less than the previous year, there 
has been a considerable inetease in 
those samples which require extend.

Sanitation Sections 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 15. 
‘The third section of the annual re- 
port of the Publie Health Department 
Of the SMC. indicates that its ac- 
ivities were continued during 1940 as 
in provious years, routine examin 
tions and inspections taking place re- 
gularly. ‘The report dealz with the 
work of the markets, bakeries and 
sanitation seetions of the markets, 
Bakeries and sanitation sections of the 
PALD. Although certain activities in 
‘Shanghai have been hampered by the 
‘abnormal conditions the work of the 
department has gone on unrestricted. 
Extracts from the report follow :— 

‘Of the seventeen Municipal 
markets, fifteen are functioning, the 
East Hongkew and Yangtszepoo 
markets being still closed, “An ate

further overcrowding and erection of 
squatter huts, 

“There were 6,144 licensed prea} 
jmises under the ‘supervision of the 
[Sanitation Division at the close of 
ithe year as compared with 5,811 last 
jyear, ‘The increase is probably ac- 
[counted for by a moderate percentage 
fof the unlicensed premises being, 
improved and granted licences, 

“Cinemas and theatres total 52 as 
compared with 47 in 1940. ‘The

‘The widespread respiratory and skin 
dicoases among those in refugee 
carps here was due to overcrowding 
‘Which. was not abated during the past 
year according to the fourth part of 
ihe 1040 annual report of the Public 
Health Department, issued yeoerday,

‘The reper ciated “that "efficient 
management is ‘he main focter gov- 
feming camp cleanliness, while poor 
‘management in dirty eamps has eaused 
particular attention from the depart 
ment. AB ‘a. result of constant pres= 
Sure nearly’ all unsiisfactory camps 
were closed down 

Serious flooding badly affected 
camps situated on low-lying sites. but 
in'no case was any fatality recorded 
and damage was qulekly repaired, 
‘The closing down of ‘comps and re- 
ppatriation of refugees reduced the 
amp. population considerably. The 
Stal? necessary to ‘maintain. healthy 
conditions in ‘now smal] end the re- 
‘Sugee problem, which began in 1937 
with the hostities, has shrunk to 
minor importance and, it is hoped. 
‘Will eense to exist in the near future. 

During the first four months of 1040 
the Settlement refugee "population 
‘was stationary. Repatriation of re 
Tugees on a large seale began in Moy, 
‘when certain organizations concerned, 
nade eath allowamee to rerugees Who 
were evacvated, ‘The object of ve~ 
Datrialing refugees. to thelr native 
homes ‘was’ not realized on a. large 
seale, ‘The ranks of destitutes, beg- 
gars and squatter-hut dwellers’ were 
hoticeably Incressed, A reduction of 
37 per cent. of the refugees and 46 
percent, of the camps has taken 
Place.” By" November there ‘were 
15,140 refugees distributed among 
thirteon’ camps, the two largest house 
ing 8000 and. 2.500 refugees. Among 
tho ‘other Settlement camps the 
smallest has accommodation {or 186 
persons, 


No Jewish Refugee Influx 


No further influx of Jewish re- 
fugees has taken place since the ban 
in “August, 1999. “During Jast_ year 
the camp,’ located at the Kinchow 
Road Schoo} was closed, the premises 
boeing required for Municipal pur- 
‘poses, and the occupants were housed 
in other camps. ‘There are now five 
camps and two hospitals operating 
against six camps and two hospitals 
in 1989, ‘The total refugee population 
in these camps is 2,115 against 2,382 
recorded for the previous year, a 
large percentage being entirely self 
supporting, while others are fed in 
the camps. Sixty per cent, of the 
present camp population are housed 
in Municipal preperty. Sixty-six per 
cent. of the popillation are men, 24 
Per ‘cent, women and 10 per cont, 
children,” 

Sanitary conditions in all camps 
have been maintained satisfactorily in 
‘all respects, Hospital accommodation 
hag been adequate nnd has been en- 
tirely controlled by the camp medical 
staff, ‘The Whashing Road General 
‘Hospital was closed and was re-open- 
ed in a section of the Ward Rend 
‘camp during June with accommoda- 
tion for 120 patients. For reasons of 
economy the S.M.C. ambulance ser- 
vice for General Hospital cases was 
withdrawn and communicable disease 
‘eases continued: to have Municipal 
transportation to the Chaoufoony 
Road Jewish Isolation Hospital, 

Clinics have been successfully run 
at all camps by the refugees ‘while 
Xray, dental optical and maternity 
sections have been organized at the 
Ward Road hospital, rendering the 
organization practically self-sup~ 
porting.

‘Two Chinese, a man and a woman, 
were injured ina fire which broke 
Out at 235 am. yesterday at 240

the Yangtszepoo Hospital, the woman 
suffering from a fracture of the spine, 
sustained when jumping from. the 
first floor, ‘The man was badly burn. 
fed in the face and forehead. 

‘The fire originated in House 34 in 
the Tane, occupied by a weaving fac. 
ory, and It spread {o houses 30 and 
38."'Firemen from the Yangtszepoo 
Station answered the call, but by the 
time they arrived, the three houses 
were completely enveloped Jn flames. 
Tt took’ the firefighters about 45 
minutes fo ‘bring the blaze under 
control, but they remained on the 
‘seene for more than two hours.

1941 Expenses Totalling $3,122,410 or 90.5 Per 
Cent, Above 1940 Budget Approved 


Shanghai, Mar. 14. 


MENDED estimates of expenditure of the Education Depart- 

ment of the Shanghai Municipal totalling $3,122,410, being 
$1,483,420 or 90.5 per cent. over that of the previous year, have 
‘been approved for submission to the Finance Committee and the 
Council subject to any further necessary adjustments as usual by 
the Treasurer in conjunction with the Superintendent of Education. 
‘The total is made of expenses covering administration and schools 


for foreign and Chinese children. 


‘among other thing states : 

“The Education Department Est!- 
mates were considered at a meeting 
of the Education Board on February. 
3B, As emphasized in the estimates 
fof other departments already pub- 
fished, the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion had ‘collaborated with the Tres 
‘surer to reduce ‘his Budget to the 
Jowest possible figure. 

Ordinary Expenditure 

‘The Treasurer reported that the 
preliminary estimotes as submitted 
‘by the Superintendent of Education | 
covering administration and schools 
for foreign and Chinese children 
‘amounted to $2,378,360. an increase 
of $730,310 or 48.1 per cent. as com 
pared with ‘the relevant Budget a} 
Dropriation for 1940. 

‘Since the preliminary estimates 
were framed substantial increases in 
‘cost of living allowances have been 
approved and the Councih his au- 

rized the reinstitution of long 
Teave on a modified basis. The esti 
mates have been subject to careful 
‘examination and. in agreement with 
the Superintendent of Education, such 
adjustments as seemed necessary have 
‘been made to the figures originally 
‘submitted. ‘These further adjustments, 
have mainly related to the necessity 
for providing for increased expendi- 
ture’ allocations owing to higher: 
prices of essential commodities and 
Services. 

‘The Treasurer pointed out that the 
amended Estimates for Administra 
tion and Schools as now presented 
show a total of $3,122,410. an inerease 
ot $1483420 or 905 per cent. ove: 
‘the ‘corresponding ‘provision for la 
year. ‘The factors mainly contribut- 

towards this higher expenditure 
as follows:— 
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‘The Treasurer observed that the| 
‘estimates as now submitted for the| 
administrative sections of the De- 
Partment are subject to whatever: 
decisions may be recorded as regards| 
the constitution and staffing of the 
foreign and Chinese education OMees.| 

He pointed out that there is no 
substantial variation between — the: 
teaching staff establishment for 1940] 
and that provided for 1941, and 
added that the school fees estimates 
which, in total. disclose an Increase 
of $544.00 on the corresponding, 
figure for 1940, reflect the higher fees 
now charged ‘and are not. generally 
speaking, based on any higher enrol 
‘ments than those obtaining in 1940, 

Grants-in-Ald 
It was noted that the Coimell re-'

It was also noted that the sub:

‘Schools, 

‘The ‘Treasurer pointed out that 
Grants in Aid have been tentatively 
fixed at $490,000 and $520,000 for For. 
‘eign and Chinese ‘Schools respective- 
ly. He emphasizes that these are 
tentative figures only and have only 
been inserted in order that a. coms 
plete Budget may be presented t0| 
members. “He proposes to report on 
this matter in the near future, 

iin drawing attention to:the position | 
disclosed in the Estimate of Ordinary 
Income, the Treasurer stated that 
after allowing for the transfer of 
‘$2,006,680 representing the equivalent, 
‘of a {wo per cent. General Municipal 
Rate together with correlative Land 
‘Tax a dofleit of $2.918,800 is anti- 
cipated for 1081, “Tt is apparent that; 
education is now absorbing the ap= 
proximate proceeds of a four per 
cent, rate plus correlative Land Tax. 

Tn conclusion the ‘Treasurer ob- 
served that no provision 1s contained! 
in ‘the Estimates now. under con- 

ideration for the defielt incurred in| 
1940, and added that the position 
shown can only be maintained if the] 
exchange situation does not worsen 
and if there is no further rise in the 
local price level. 

In noting that the estimated Educa 
tion defielt for this year is approxi- 

ly $3 million, a Chinese Member| 
suggested bringing to the Council's 
attention again the futility of the 
rule that the cost of Education should 
‘hot exceed the amount to be derived | 
from a two per cent, Rate plus cor- 
relative Land ‘Tax. ‘He stated that, 
this rule ‘was laid down when the 
General Municipal Rate was fixed at 
fourteen per cent, Inasmuch as the 
Rate has been increased by stages 
from fourteen per cent. to 27 per

Parliament Discusses

“Authorities Have Not Taken Dras- 
tie Measures; Prices of Rice Went 
up again Yesterday” the headline, of 
the "Shun Pao." No matter how 
much rice arrives here, profiteers 
hoard it. with the result ‘that the 
ready stock in the market has boon, 
diminished and that prices have gone 
up, itis stated. Besides having ample 
‘nancial means at their disposal, pro- 
Atoers are sald to possess “special 
influence” “in continuing their 
“Moga\" acts.

because of their rumoured association with guerillas and their 
insight’ into the workings of the underworld, they have been 
terrorizing Chinese owners of coastal vessels and cargoes and are 
continuing to board vessels without let or hindrance. 


According to Chinese sources many 
of the “rats” are known to Chinese 
detectives in the various police forces 
here and often furnish valuable in- 
formation to the police regarding a 
special case, wielding as they are 
sald to do, an important influence 
‘among the’ underworld. 

The political aMliations of the 
“rats” have given them the semblance 
‘of semi-officials in their operations, 
but they are said to be devoid of 
any code of honour, recognizing only 
their friends. Wealthy Chinese shun 
the “rats” as friendship with them 
would only result in requests for 
loans and ‘extortions in some form 
‘or another with dire consequences in 
the case of refusals.

‘Sim—May I be allowed to’ make a 
proposal which will perhaps end the 
discussion and satisfy both parties, 
because the huge expenditure could 
be avoided and the Munleipal Or- 
chestra will earry on. . 

Tam an amateur musician, played 
many’ times in orchestras, and made 
a living by teaching music when 
studying at the university. So T think 
that_my explanations are bom from 
experience. 

T do not know how many musicians 
fare employed in the Municipal Or 
hestra. If $400,000 are spent In a 
ear, and suppose 40 musiclans are 
employed, the average salary far each 
‘musician would be then $10,000 a year, 
If 80 musicians are employed thon it 
vill be $5,000 a year, These sums are 
surely ‘underestimated because the 
sales of tickets are not taken. into 
‘consideration, Surely the musicians 
will have a’ fow rehearsals every: 
week, each rehearsal will take a few 
hours and then they are free to do 
‘what musicians are doing in the whole 
‘world: to teach music, which means 
another income for them. 

When I came to Shanghai, 1 heard 
that the musicians are well pald by 
the Munfeipal Council, so that the 
salary allows them to make a modest 
living. | As @ mattor of fact, T thought 
in the beginning to apply for a post 
in the Orchestra, caleulating that T 
would have enough time to teach 
‘music and inorease my income, 

Now, as an employer engages an 
employee, he wants to have his ser 
vieos tho whole day, that means, say, 
about 40 hours a week, ‘The same 
should be applied to the employment 
of the musicians, they should be at the 
isporal of the Municipal Counell for 
{his time and the Muniepat Counelt 
should be free to make the best use 
of their musicians, filitary: Bands in 
the whole world can be engaged for 
private entertainment and why 
shouldn't ‘the Orchesttm be divided 
{into small bands which can ‘be on- 
gaged by ballrooms to play, say, three 
hours in the evening ? There ‘would 
be enough time for rehearsals for the 
‘Sunday performance, and T am sure 
that the Municipal Couneli would in 
this way avoid the great expenditure, 
Uf somebody says that It is impossible 
for a serious musician to play Jazz 
musle, T refer to the reat composers: 
and musicians who have been very 
offen forced 0 play. for enter- 
tainment, and here sis a cake of an 
emergency. Moreover, T am perfectly 
sure. that ‘many mucicians of the 
Municipal Orchestra are pliying in 
various bands. 

T close my Teller, by rofercing to 
the wonderful movie pleture: “Nr. 

Cary Cooper, 
who became helt of his millionaire 
uunele and at the same time Chairman 
fof the Opera. said to the Board of 
Directors when the dofelt of $190,000 
was presented to him, “Something is 
wrong here!

Sm—At the same time that there 
is a thorlage of fuel and everything 
Js being done for saving it, there 
{8 another question of importance. 

‘Some weeks ago the Shanghai Gas 
‘Co. with the consent of the Municipal 
Jauthoritles, Increased their minimum | 
charge for gas consumed from 90 
Units to 150 units, At the same time 
the temporary surcharge on the sale 
price of pas was increased from 158 
to 250 per cent. 

‘Nobody. ean understand what is 
‘the reason for the increasing of the 
minimum charge for gas consumed, 
when there is any shortage of fuel. 
Everything we need we see daily 
increased. ‘The only weapon in this 
struggle ‘against higher prices is 
saving and saving again. But owing 
to the increasing of the minimum 
charge for gas consumed. a vast body 
fof consumers has been compelled to 
fuse more gas than before, and-there« 
{fore to increase the need of fuel. 

‘And another question too. ‘The 
surcharge has been increased owing | 
to the “higher prices of all raw 
materials. ‘This is quite right. But 
Janybody ‘will feel hardship when he 





is charged with a sureharge of 250 
Jper cent. for gas consumption which 
he never used, During last summer 
‘the Shanghai Power Co, with the 
jconsent of the Municipal authorities,

The Fascist teachings of Premier 
Benito “Mussolini apparently have

originality. 

In warfare such handicaps are

BRITAIN DOESN’T SCARE 
By O. M, Gneew 


T learn that Hitler will invade us in a few] 
days; that he will not invade us till May; 
that hhe will first crush us in Libya; that he 
‘will not, invade us till he has all the Balkans 
in his grip; that he will first seize all the 
Irish ports,’ and intensify the U-boat cam- 
paign; that'he will do nothing until American 
supplies are well on the way and then he 
will torpedo the lot. So now you know 
exactly what is going to happen. 

‘Stockholm is rather coming into favour 
again as a source of news “from well-in- 
formed neutrals just returned from Ger- 
many.” Tt lost caste afer the: first few 
months of the war. Latterly Belgrade has 
been very prolific, but now when we see 
anything dated Belgrade, we pass it by. 
Lisbon keeps up a steady stream mostly from 
France, but any two papers seem able to 
interpret it in exactly opposite ways. Pro- 
bably Moscow is the best, at least it reads 
most convincingly. 











Recently we were treated to a marvellous) 
hair-raiser via New York of 18,000 German 
planes standing at the ready ‘to transport 
250,000 troops to England, and a total Ger- 
man air force of 70,000, Our air authorities 
smile gently. If that were true, Germany 
must have had at least half that number 
six months ago; and why then, the RAF, 
being vastly weaker than it is now, did she 
allow our men to defeat her efforts to destroy 
the British Army at Dunkirk and to knock 
the Luftwaffe out of the sky in September? 

‘We Know quite well that the Germans 
have assembled a large number of barges in 
the Channel ports; and in a careful survey 
of that there are probably 60 German divi- 
sions—anything from 900,000 to 1,200,000 
‘men—assembled in northern France and 
Belgium ready for an invasion. But neutral 
reports of the sort quoted above bear the 
‘obvious stamp of the Nazis’ famillar war of 
nerves. ‘No doubt a tremendous test les 
‘ahead of us, probably as soon as the weather 
becomes decent. But our own output of guns, 
tanks and aeroplanes is far ahead of the 
best that had been expected’ by this time 
Jast summer. And our people are not par 
ticularly prone to succumb to bogey-men 
tacties. 

Seeing how genuinely popular Mr. Willkie 
was hero, it is pleasant to learn that Lord 
Halifax has made a very good impression 
in America. Of course the President gave 
him a splendid start by doing him the great 
honour of going to meet him in his yacht. 
‘And it was a stroke of genius to send him 
in our newest battleship, King George V, 
the sight of which immensely impressed the 
Amorieans, But after all this of course Lord 
Halifax had to ctand on his own feet. Some 
Wore doubtful how he might get on with 
the reporters. But his simple friendly and 
‘open manner has pleased them greatly. He 
is said to be perfectly straightforward and 
frank towards questions he can answer, and 
to evade those he can't with a disarming 
doftness which is mot perceived to be an 
evasion till the reporter is out in the strect. 
But after so many years in Parliament, and 
specially as Viceroy confronting Thdian 
Nationalists, to handle even. the hardest- 
Boiled American journalist ought to be a 
mere matter of routine. 


You heard no doubt of the storm raised 
by the unfortunate Colonel Bingham's letter 
to “The Times” saying, in offect, that the 
public school boy is beiter material for the 
‘making of an officer than a national school 
boy. The letter, was unfortunately worded 
and probably had better not have been pub- 
lished. But as Ian Hay, otherwise Maj 
Gen, Beith, said in the “Daily Mail” in the 
excitement roused by the letter, its real im- 
portance was’ entirely overlooked. ‘The 
public school boy stays at school till he is 
cightecn or ninetecn, for about 40 weeks of 
the year entirely away from home influence 
and throughout his career, continually train- 
ed in ideas of discipline until he becomes a 
prefect, perhaps a captain of games, in which 
capacity he is made to feel a large respon- 
sibility for the good conduct of the school. 
‘The national schoot boy has none of this 
training and for the most part is taken from 
school at the earliest legal moment to earn 
his living. Everyone knows that great 
generals have risen from the humblest be- 
ginnings. But it is not snobbery, but plain 
fact, that the public school boy, aiming at 
the’ officer class starts with immeasurable 
‘advantages over the national school boy. 
‘That is the weak point, the unfairness one 
may say, in our system of education, to 
which many earnest minds are now giving 
immense. thought and were doing so. long 
before Col. Bingham’s letter was printed. 
Several conferences of headmasters have sat 
fon the question, although how it is to be 
answered is not yet clear. One suggestion 
which finds a good deal of favour is that the 
Bublie schools should be made available, by 
State grants to-boys whose parents could not 
otherwise afford them. But that opens the 
door to the mischievousness of State inspec 














tors and the insistance on curricula invented 
by “theorists,” as Mulvaney would have 
called them ‘in Whitehall. And with that 
the unique atmosphere of a public school, 
which is England's peculiar invention would 
be dissipated and lost. But one thing we 
‘are determined on is that the poor boy of 
the future must not start life so tremendously 
handicapped in comparison with his richer 
brother as he has done hitherto. 

‘One demand arising out of this discussion 
is that there shall be less book leaning, 
more practical training and less insistance on| 
ramming all children into the “black-coated 
brigade.” ‘This is specially stressed in re- 
pect of girls, the great majority of whom 
have been shown by the war (as many knew 
already that they were) to be distressingly 
ignorant of sewing and cooking. 

‘The Duke of Bedford, who as Lord Tavi- 
stock got himself into the news early in the 
‘war by proposing peace terms which he was 
supposed to have got from the German 
‘Minister in Eire, is once more courting the 
flerce light of publicity. He has informed 
the Bishop of Albans that he is cutting off 
the ‘stipend, £320-a year, of St. Mary's 
Woburn, a ‘church built by’ the then Duke 
of Bedford in 1868, and always supported by 
his successors. ‘The incumbent, Archdeacon 
Martindale, not unreasonably says that he 
cannot live upon air and has gone to another 
parish, and St, Mary's will probably be shut 
up. ‘The Duke's point is that taxes have cut 
his income to a quarter of what it was, and 
that anyway as a pacifist he disapproves of 
the Church's supporting the war and will 
probably go over to the Free Churches, an 
‘unconscious slur on the latter which is wholly 
undeserved. 

The Duke of Bedford and his megrims 
apart, there is a certain amount of criticism 
that ‘the Chureh has. failed in her mission 
that she has not given the nation a strong 
lead. The answer is that the Church is not 
‘a separate entity like a Government office, 
but is composed of all “who profess and call 
themselves Christians," who therefore share 
the responsibility in whatever criticisms they 
launch. And secondly that if people never 
trouble to go near a church from year’s end 
to year’s end, as is the case with tens of 
thousands, they have no earthly right to 
complain of the Church failing in her mis- 
sion.

@Wivurnum odorattsinum). This, shrub grows 
rapidly once it is established and’ it forms an 
‘cannot be ‘pruned ike’ the 
other ‘hedge plants owing to its large leaves, 
but the regular thinning out of Branches keeps 
4 ‘within’ bounds.

Tho Lycoris reverses the general custom of 
nature, it stores its food in the Spring and rests 
alter flowering. The “Cloth of Geld” Crocus is 
Jn full flower these days and natt-alized groups 
in some gardens look charming when the sun 
Kgshining. It is rather fascinating to wateh these 
flowers closing when the sky becomes overcast. 
‘We have noticed a very interesting thing about 
crocus’ bulbs this year: there .were two 
sources of supply last Autumn and bulbs were 
purchased from both “houses.” In all places 
where the bulbs were planted, the result hag 
Been ‘the same: the hulbs from one “house” 
are in full lower while those frum the second 
“house” have not yet begun! **e hope. they 
will begin shortly!!! We noticed ‘some Wind- 
Mowers (Anemone coronaria) in flower a few 
days ago, there were only a few flowers open 
but their striking shades of colour are. very 
welcome at this time of the year when yellow 
predominates in the garden—w.K. 


‘March 11—We notice that “Father's busy 
season” has arrived once again in the local 
‘fardening world and that secateurs which have 
Been idle for some time are being cleaned and 
olled ready for the job of rose pruning. Tt is 
definitely ‘Father's job to potter about the 
garden with a pair of secateurs in his hand and 
while he may reluctantly agree to let someone 
else carry out any necessary pruning on the 
SMrongly armed Caesalpinia shrubs, he would 
not allow anyone else to touch his roses, des- 
pite the fact that they too have plenty of thorns 
‘on their stems. He has probably read about the 
‘man Who trod on his roses by mistake at pruning. 
time and later won all the prizes at the local 
show with blooms from the plants. He has per- 
haps decided that only men wearing large shoes. 
should prune roses. Be that as it may, the fact. 
remains that rose pruning is his job and before 
many days have elapsed he will be on the job. 
Strong stems on his pet varieties will be cut 
back to three or four “eyes,” while all diseased 
‘and weak stems will be removed entirely. He 
will probably leave a few plants for the Lady 
fof the house to admire and cut some flowers. 
for the house: the strong growths on these 
Plants will be left mych longer: he will let 
Seven or cight “eyes” remain while he will 
eave two or three “eyes” on the weaker stems 
‘with the hope that they will produce a flower 
or two, for quality is not so important as 
‘quantity as far as vase decoration is concerned, 
He will, however, treat them all alike when he 
fs cutting the stems, they will all be cut clean, 
there will be no ragged edges to be scen and 
the top “eyes” on all stems will be pointing 
‘outwards Yo ensure bushes with “open” cen- 
tres, He will ‘not want to see any of his plants 
badly shaped ‘with a mass of stems crowded 
close together through which alr cannot freely 
post. When he has finished hiv job of pruning, 
Ine will probably fork over the beds himselt 
and give the plants a little Bone meal to show 
them how kkind he really is. Then he will await 
results: he will watch perfect buds developing 
‘on his special “pets” and remove any surplus 
he will give the plants a little more encourage. 
‘ment and perhaps make special shades for his 
Mowers. He will take plenty of trot

March 4—It was a dull morning with a “low 
cclling” as the oirmen call it, and a slight mist 
which obscured the early sun. I was returning, 
from my walk with a queer, eerie, feeling: 
familiar ‘birds were not behaving in & familiar 
way? there way a sense-of suspense which I 
could not explain. At the top of every pro- 
minent tree a Shrike wis sitting, calling un- 
easily: Blackbirds, instead ‘of singing, “were 
stealing away into’ the undergrowth as if they 
hhad something to fear. T could not make any 
[sense out of it...so 1 walked back to the Hung- 
Jao Road and had my foot on the running 
board of my. car, when...The deep inimitable 
call of a Goose siruck my eat, and as T looked 
skyward, the large grey form of a Bean Goose 
went gliding overhead, not more than 100 feet 
up: then things began to happen: the sound 
‘of quietly honking geese came to my ear and, 
within ten seconds, a large gaggle came sweep: 
ing over so close (o the ground that T could 
hear the swish of their wings. The pilot goose. 
two hundred yards ahead called softly and 
persistently to his convoy which erossed the 
road at an exact right-angle, headed due North. 
Twas. able to watch every’ movement closely 
fand hear every sound made, What struck me 
‘most was the precision with which each bird 
flow at an angle so that one wing was always 
behind the pilot and the bird at the head of 
the wedge flow with both wings exposed: the 
great line of heavy birds went forward ke a 
rim, relentless, grey-clad army. ;. quietly an- 
Swering the pilot's calis and muitering among 
themselves as if they were saying “keep the 
Uine...keep the line-” And as they disappeared 
through» the ‘mist I ‘thought of the. Shrikes, 
faithful sentinels of the bird world, who had 
sensed the coming of these strangers long be- 
fore the human car or eye could detect them. 
Thave never had a watchman who could work 
for me like that—rs. 


March 8—1 wos thinking of the, Shrike, this 
morning in the light of my recent experience 
with the Geese; and I cannot help fecling how 
‘much this bird has been misunderstood. The 
{ype of Red-backed Shrike which is common 
here is very much like. the Lanius eollurlo of 
England and similar varieties including Lantus 
of India. In all thero birds the sexes 
‘are alike and I find it diMeult to distinguish 
between male and female. ...except under un- 
‘usual conditions such as this little story may 
ilustrate. Two Shrikes were in a bare tree in 
the usual positions: the male on the highest 
twig and the female a few feot away on a 
Tower branch, (Note that it iy unusual to see 
both together because the birds prefer the 
evergreen trees where only the male's head and 
shoulders can be seen above the foliage). The 
male was giving some vivid Impressions of a 
Hawfinch in full song, not {Srgetiing the ‘nice 
Witte trill after each phrase: the female sat 
quictly below, trying to look as if she Tked it, 
a any good wife would. Finding the two sexes 
thus easily distinguished, T approached the trec 
wondering if there were any apparent differ- 
fences which 1 had previously overlooked.

{into another tree from which she fetched some. 
thing in the nature of a. beetle or bug of 
large and fruity proportions. ...lended back on 
the same {wig as the singing male and jammed 
it in his beak; wheroupon the songster became 
silent and proceeded to chow the offering with 
‘obvious content, ‘Then I knew I was right about 
the soxes of the two birds, for nobody but a 
female could think of such a simple way to 
stop a husband singing.

March 10.~Sunday was cortainly “Teal Day” 
in the country, for in the course of a ten mile 
walk the birds'seemed to me to spring up from 
‘every pond and creek. These are the “small 
duck" of the shooting world and I would ike 
to. pause a moment to examine their name: 
here we say Common ‘Teal: in America they 
would be called’ Green-winged ‘Teal: and 
selence calls them Nettion crecea creced, or to 
use the older name, Querquedula erecea, which 
really means “the quack.quack which is ‘erake- 
Mico"...a phrase which, be it noted, throws no 
bouquets at the Teal's' voice, And yet T could 
Jewear that ag little groups of these birds went 
chasing each other through the sprinalike air, 
the sound they made was quite musical. T was 
interested to read on American writer ‘on the 
subject of the Teal when he sald, “the celerity 
‘with which it ean vault Into the “alr when 
‘alarmed is astonishing”: a statement which, if 
taken in conjunction with such remarks av the 
‘one I made above, that the birds “spring up 
from every pond and creck" will chow why the 
older, writers always referred to “a spring of 
Teal” instead of a whisp, gaggle, skein oF 
‘whatnot. But the tittle “springs” of flocks to 
‘whieh T'refor must not be In any way confused 
with the Immense flocks “(or shall we say 
swarms?) of these birds which gather together 
In uch mlaces as the mladie Yangize when the 

‘eal are really. off to thelr breeding grounds 
in the far North: La Touche writes of such a 
swarm at Shasi, “The noise made by the flight 
Fecembled that of an approaching earthquake, 
and the large Chinese building in which 1 was 
shook as the birds went over...in the dusk T 
noted that thoy extended from horizon to 
horizon.” Such gigantic movements are not to 
be seen in our pent-up countryside: we only: 
see the birds gathering together after” thelt 
winter retreat and doing a little quiet feeding, 
gn any odd piece of water: for the Teal like 
‘Mrs. Gamp always likes to put his Ups to a 
little nourishment “when so dispoged."—es.w.

Unental peoples and, I bolieve, a ter- 
ible foe for Hitler. ‘The "letters 
which I receive from England, from 
Englishmen, are, in their unproten- 
‘tiousness ond resolution, wonderful 
documents. . . ‘The fate of all peo- 
ples fs being fought out, over there, 
and J beligye the struggle is in safe 
wands...”
